Income Tax Liability 


Basis Is Changed 


\Y ARCH 15—the final date 
for the filing of income tax 
returns—is rolling toward us 
on the calendar. Because cer- 
tain fundamental changes 
have been made in the tax 
law, more of our employees 
will be filing returns than ever 
before. The “News” feels it- 
self in duty bound to bring 
to the attention of every em- 
ployee the following facts: 


Net income is no longer to 
be used in determining the lia- 
bility for the filing of a Fed- 
eral income tax return. The 
liability of every citizen or 
resident of the United States 
is dependent (1) upon his 
status as a married or single 
person and (2) upon the 
amount of his GROSS income. 
Those who are liable are: 

Single individuals, or mar- 
ried individuals not living 
with husband or wife, hav- 
ing a GROSS income of $800 
or more. 

Married individuals living 
together having a combined 
GROSS income of $2,000 or 
more. 


Thus, EVERY citizen or resi- 
dent is required to file a re- 
turn for 1940 if his or her 
GROSS income in 1940, re- 
gardless of the amount of the 
net income, comes within the 
amount specified above for 
his or her particular status. A

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
the December Accident Quiz 
question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 
If this task was under the 


supervision of a foreman, he 
was not properly executing 
his duties as such, and, there- 
fore, would be considered at 
fault; however, if the work 
was being handled by the 
groundman without  super- 
vision, the groundman would 
be responsible for his position 
in the tree and thereby be at 
fault. 


2. How could it have been 

avoided? 
This accident could have been 
avoided had a ladder. been 
used. The fact that this par- 
ticular accident was caused 
by a limb breaking is not 
nearly as important as the 
evident absence of any pre- 
cautionary measures to pre- 
vent a fall. 


3. What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 


In so far as possible, all trim- 
ming should be handled from 
the ground; however, under 
conditions where the limbs to 
be removed are of such size 
that they cannot be removed 
with an extension tree saw, 
or are of such height that 
they cannot be reached from 
the ground the safest plan to 
follow is to use a ladder. Only 
as a last resort should a work- 
man climb a tree to remove 
limbs. If conditions necessi- 
tate climbing the tree, the 
workman should be very cau- 
tious of his footing and should 
be protected from falling by 
means of a safety and belt.

She joined 
the Company as a relief opera- 
tor at Fairmont in August, 
1934. Her promotion to the 
post of assistant chief operator 
came in November, 1935. 


With 23 working days in- 
volved in the “Dog House” 
drive, a daily average of 42.65 
gross station sales was made. 
Daily average of net station 
gain was 10.52. 


The “White Spot” campaign, 
in May, 1938, averaged 49.44 
gross sales per day, with a net 
gain of 9.96 per day. The 
“Bring Home The Bacon” cam- 
paign, in November, 1938, av- 
eraged 50.80 gross sales per 
day, with a daily net gain of 
only 6.16 per day. The “Pigs 
Are Back” campaign, in May, 
1939, hit a high average of 
01.11 gross sales per day, but 
the net gain per day—9.61— 


also falls below that of the re- 
cent campaign. 


When due consideration is 


given to all the factors in- 


volved in these various sales 
efforts, it seems logical to con- 
clude that our employees cov- 
ered themselves with glory in 
this latest drive. Due to this 
campaign, we came up with a 
net gain of 246 for December, 
whereas we have been show- 
ing net losses for December in 
recent years. We were also 
enabled to close the year with 
a net gain of 758. 


Call it a coincidence, or 
what you will, but a remark- 
able fact showed up in the 
final summary. The Western 
District, with exactly 238 em- 
ployees, made exactly 238 
gross sales. Asif to prove that 
this was not a mistake, the 
Southern District, with exact- 
ly 199 employees, made exact- 
ly 199 gross sales. This may 
have happened before, but the 
“News” editor doesn’t recall it 
—and he thinks it is “one for 
Ripley!” No one will be able 
to dispute these two districts 
if they claim that “every em- 
ployee made a sale!” 


Holiday Rates 


Boom Toll Business 


NE of the busiest Christmas 

Days in years was experi- 
enced this year on the Lincoln 
toll board. On Christmas Day, 
1,187 calls were completed. 
Due to the heavy traffic, 217 
were listed as incomplete. 
Calls were received or placed 
to all the 48 states, as well as to 
Canada and Switzerland. A 
double shift of operators was 
on duty during portions of the 
time. 


The total of 1,187 Christmas 
calls represents about double 
the normal holiday volume. 
Long Distance business gen- 
erally in the Lincoln exchange 
has shown marked improve- 
ment over last year. The 
month of December, 1940, 
boasted an increase of 3,775 
completed calls handled by the 
Lincoln board over the same 
period in 1939, while the entire 
territory is ahead of last year’s 
figures by approximately 30,- 
000 calls.

“News” may make. However, the “affair of the truck drivers” 
—Wwhich won the campaign for Charley Crew and his Geneva 
area——deserves more than the passing comment we gave it 
last month. The subject of much merry banter in the daily 
campaign bulletins, and from other area managers, during 
the period of the “Dog House” selling drive, this particular 
series of sales nonetheless demonstrated the value of good 
public relations in a manner that cannot be overlooked. The 
Harrington firm, in Fairmont, is a well-rounded organization 
engaged basically in operating a trucking service which in- 
cludes the transportation of gasoline and oil. In addition, 
it operates a complete automotive repair and rebuilding shop, 
a restaurant and a filling station. A new car sales agency is 
maintained, and a large stock of tires, batteries and accessories 
is available to the public. Obviously, the operation of an or- 
ganization of this size requires an unusual amount of local 
exchange and long distance service. The usual telephone 
facilities available to Fairmont business subscribers were not 
sufficient in this instance and for some time had failed to 
satisty Mr. Harrington’s more or less exacting requirements. 
Some months ago, Area Manager Crew was so successful in 
interesting Mr. Harrington in the merits of our ‘2-B inter- 
communicating system” that a unit of this type was ordered 
and installed. Charley “rode herd” on this account to the 
limit of his ability—making sure that the Harrington organ- 
ization was getting the ultimate in possible results from its 
new telephone system. The upshot of all this was that Mr. 
Harrington, highly pleased with the efficient manner in which 
his wide-spread and varied business enterprises reacted to 
telephone supervision, decided that 20 of his truck drivers 
should have telephones in their homes. “I’m going to do 
my dispatching by telephone in the future,” he calmly in- 
formed Charley. The campaign had just begun, and Charley 
was wondering where his quota was coming from. He be- 
came slightly bug-eyed and began to breathe heavily when he 
contemplated the possibilities inherent in the conversation 
of this man who hadn’t heard about our sales campaign and 
would have been only mildly interested if he had. “You 
fix up those 20 contracts and the boys will sign ’em,” said 
Mr. Harrington. “Then come to me and I’ll give you a check 
for all the service connection charges involved!” Charley 
staggered away to do just that—and those 20 sales won the 
campaign for him. He didn’t “feed ’em in” to his sales totals 
at one swoop. He was afraid he’d scare the rest of the area 
managers into the shaking palsy. But the word got around 
—as it always does—and it brought Charley an immense 
amount of “ribbing,” particularly on the general campaign 
bulletins where Joe Hartley drew pictures of Charley lolling 
at his ease in a big chair while whole regiments of truck 
drivers marched past and dropped their contracts into a box 
marked “Drop Install Orders Here!” It was all a lot of fun, 
of course, but one cannot overlook the fact that Charley 
Crew, months before, had sowed the seed from which grew 
this unusual harvest.

ROUTE OF THE BURIED CABLE THROUGH OUR TERRITORY 
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LINCOLN COMPANY BECOMES OWNER 
OF CIRCUITS IN NEW UNDERGROUND CABLE 


Will Eliminate Storm Damage And Provide 
New Fast Circuits To Both Coasts; Big 
Repeater Stations At Lincoln And York 


B*. virtue of a contract negotiated recently with the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company by President Frank 
H. Woods, The Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Company 
will become the owner of circuits in the new underground 
transcontinental cable now being laid across Nebraska. The 
circuits to be owned by the Lincoln Company will be in that 
portion of the cable extending from the junction east of Ash- 


land to the junction at Grand Island. 


This is a tremendous for- 
ward step for the Lincoln 
Company, since the cable cir- 
cuits to be owned will repre- 
sent approximately 30% of 
this Company’s total toll plant. 
The cable will directly benefit 
all toll service in our territory. 
The benefits will accrue from 
the fact that traffic from our 
territory will be routed, either 
in part or in its entirety, 
through the cable. And the 
beneficial effects of cable 
usage will, of course, be felt in 
faster, clearer service and com- 
plete freedom from service in- 
terruptions due to storms and 
other adverse conditions. 


Cost to the Lincoln Company 
of joining in this great under- 
ground cable installation will 
be in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. Total cost to the Bell 
System of the cable across Ne- 
braska will be approximately 
$7,000,000, and the grand total 
cost of laying the cable 
through from Omaha to Sacra- 
mento, Calif., will be more 
than $20,000,000. From the 
angle of assistance to our na- 
tional defense alone, this is 
conceded to be one of the most 
important projects under way 
in the nation today. 


Officials of the Lincoln Com- 
pany feel that, in addition to 
the national defense angle, 
there is every justification for 
its expenditure of the impres- 
sive amount of capital men- 
tioned above. The completion 
of the cable will make possible 
the removal of an amount of 
open-wire plant which will 
total as much in dollars and 
cents as the investment in the 
cable circuits. In addition, the 
savings in maintenance ex- 
pense over a period of years 
will be tremendous. 


The service betterment 
angle is not difficult to appre- 
ciate. Not only will all the 
cable circuits be free from the 
interruptions due to sleet and 
other storm damage, but the 
fact that the cable will super- 
sede so many of the east-west 
toll leads in the Company’s 
territory will make it possible 
to rearrange a large proportion 
of the Company’s toll lines 
into north-south leads. Thus, 
for example, toll circuit rear- 
rangements will be made south 
of Lincoln, York and Hastings 
which will feed nearly all toll 
business from the southern 
portion of our territory direct- 
ly into the cable over north- 
south open-wire leads which 
are, of course, far less exposed 
to storm damage. 


The factor of vastly speeded- 
up toll service cannot be over- 
looked. For example, it will 
be possible to ring directly in- 
to Chicago from Lincoln, with- 
out going through Omaha or 
any other intermediate point 
as at present. As the public 


becomes acquainted with the 
improvement in toll service, 
it cannot be doubted that a 
steady increase in this type of 
business will result.. 


The cable will enter our ter- 
ritory at the Platte river cross- 
ing near Ashland. It will run 
across the north portion of 
Landaster county, will pass 
north of Seward and York, 
and will cross Hamilton county 
and arrive again at the Platte 
river. Crossing the river at 
Grand Island, it will continue 
west through the territory of 
the Northwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company. 


A repeater station expected 
to cost approximately $48,000 
—one of the largest on the 
cable’s route — is now being 
erected 74% miles north of Lin- 
coln on 14th street. From this 
repeater station, an extension 
of the cable will come directly 


into the general office build-_ 


ing in Lincoln. Another ex- 
tension of the cable will come 
into the Lincoln Company’s 
exchange building at York, 
and here another large amount 
of repeater equipment will be 
installed. In addition, small 
auxiliary repeater stations 
will be located approximately 
every 17 miles along the 
cable’s entire route. All these 
repeater stations will amplify 
the voice current and keep it 
at the proper level for fine, 
clear transmission across the 
continent. 


Although the project is 
spoken of as “the transconti- 
nental cable,” it actually con- 
sists of two cables laid one 
above the other. The method 
of “plowing in” two cables at 
once has been only recently 
developed. It is proposed to 
install “Type K” carrier sys- 
tems in the cables. Each “Type 
K” system will provide 12 
carrier channels on each two 
pairs of wire. One pair in one 
of the cables will provide 
transmission in one direction 
while the second pair in the 
second cable will afford trans- 
mission in the opposite direc- 
tion. This will overcome the 
time lag on transcontinental 
conversations which often re- 
sult’s in echo and distortion. 
The Lincoln Company will 
own approximately 30% of 
the circuits in the section from 
Ashland to Grand Island. 


Transcontinental telephone 
circuits were first opened for 
service in January, 1915. This 
service was largely over open 
wire, and followed approxi- 
mately the same route across 
Nebraska now planned for the 
buried cable. With steadily 
increasing demand for this 
service, many additional wires 
were added and alternate 
routes were established. As

the January Accident Quiz 
question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


As the man was evidently 
working without supervision, 
he alone was at fault for his 
carelessness in using the cross 
brace on the sawhorse for a 
step. While this cross piece 
was evidently strong enough 
to brace the legs of the saw- 
horse, it was never intended 
to be used as a step. 


2. How could it have been 
avoided? 


It could have been avoided 
by using a safe stepladder. If 
no stepladder was available, 
necessitating the use of a 
sawhorse, it should have been 
used only after a careful in- 
spection and with due regard 
for the purposes for which 
each part of the sawhorse was 
intended. If it was necessary 
to step on the cross brace, it 
should have been carefully 
tested before throwing his 
full weight upon it. 


3. What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 


Tools and implements provid- 
ed by the company for spe- 
cific uses are always prefer- 
able to makeshift substitutes. 
A substitute should be used 
only after a careful examina- 
tion has proven it to be safe. 
While using such substitute 
the user should keep in mind 
that he is not using a stand- 
ard tool and should use extra 
caution in all his movements. 
The time spent to obtain ap- 
propriate tools, or to inspect 
and test any substitute that 
must be used, is most profit- 
able to both the employee and 
the company.

|stituted for open wire. Today 


cables extend from the east 


‘coast to Minneapolis, Omaha, 
‘Kansas City and Dallas. The 


| 
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cable reached Omaha from the 
east in 1929. With the com- 
pletion of the underground 
links now in progress, the en- 
tire Central Continental Route 
will be in cable from coast to 
coast. 


The cables are going across 
country in a fairly straight 
line, avoiding highways other 
than at crossings. They are 
buried from three to four feet 
deep, and will in no way inter- 
fere with farming operations. 

Following the purchase of 
right-of-way, a gate crew was 


started over the route to pro-' 


vide a new gate at each fence 


jjline. These gates, in all cases, 


are as good as or better than 
the present fence and care was 
taken that the type of gate met 
with the farmer’s approval. 


The equipment used for 
“plowing in” the cables con- 
sists of the plow and from two 
to four caterpillar tractors of 
approximately 95 horse power. 
The number of tractors used 
depends upon the difficulties 
encountered in various types 
of terrain. As the plowing pro- 
ceeds, the cable reels are dis- 
tributed along the route, the 
placement of the cables requir- 
ing about six reels per mile. 
No open trenches are required 
and the ground is packed back 
by use of a roller. At road 
crossings, an effort is made to 
place the cable deep enough so 
that future grading operations 
will not interfere with it. In 
crossing hard surfaced roads, 
the cable is carried under by 
drilling or pushing pipe under 
the highway. 


Sections of the cable are 
temporarily tied together as 
they are laid in the ground, 
and later a temporary pit is 
dug at these points for the 
cable splicer to work in. It is 
expected that each plow will 
average about two route miles 
of cable per day. 


The cables, in crossing the 
Platte river three times — at 
Ashland, Grand Island and 
North Platte—will go into sub- 
marine cable, which has an 
armoring of closely - wrapped 
heavy guage wire. They will 
be plowed about six feet into 
the bed of the river to escape 
any possibility of damage from 
ice gorges. 

A constant gas pressure of 
about nine pounds of nitrogen 
gas will be maintained in the 
cables. They are divided into 
pressure sections, about 50,000 
feet in length and so arranged: 
that if the gas escapes and 
pressure is lowered an alarm 
will come into action. Gas 
pressure testing stations will 
be brought out of the cables at 
fence lines. 


The net result of this entire 
project will provide expanded 
facilities of the most depend- 
able character now known to 
the telephone art and the Lin- 
coln Company is glad to have 
a part in it.

'Warning To 


Telephone Employees! 


OR the first time in their 

lives, many of our em- 
ployees will this year be re- 
quired to file income tax re- 
turns. The deadline for filing 
returns is March 15. Last 
month, the “News” brought 
this matter to the attention of 
employees and the reaction 
has been splendid. General 
Auditor I. J. Devoe has re- 
ceived, and filled, many re- 
quests for blanks and has 
gladly given advice to those 
who are doubtful of their own 
ability to fill out the blanks 
properly. He will continue to 
offer his services in this mat- 
ter to all employees, either in 
Lincoln or in the territory, 
who are unable to secure help 
locally and who wish to call 
upon him either in person or 
by telephone. The 1940 Rev- 
enue Act provides that all 
single persons whose wages in 
1940 amounted to $800 or more 
and all married couples whose 
combined wages amounted to 
$2,000 or more must file fed- 
[eral income tax returns not 
later than March 15, 1941. 
Some of these may not have 
to pay any tax, but the return 
must be filed notwithstanding. 
Kmployees affected are cau- 
tioned to file their returns 
within the period prescribed 
to avoid costly penalties. If it 
is possible to secure help from 
some local person who is com- 
petent to advise in the correct 
preparation of the blanks, this 
should be done by all means. 
Proper preparation will, in 
most instances, avoid later 
questioning and: investigations 
Which often take an em- 
ployee’s time and cause worry.

Steele City And 
Elmwood To Be Dial 


ONVERSION of the manual 

exchange in Steele City to 
dial operation was begun early 
in March. This exchange 
serves 68 subscribers, and a 
100-line Automatic Electric 
Company unit is being 
equipped with 50 lines to serve 
these patrons. The equipment 
is being installed in the pres- 
ent Company-owned quarters. 
All Long Distance, Informa- 
tion and Trouble calls will be 
handled at Fairbury, which 
will be connected by two 
trunks. C. L. Walker, of Beat- 
rice, and D. C. Gilmore, 
Francis Darnold and Herb 
Jenkins, of Lincoln, are hand- 
ling this installation. Our con- 
struction department recently 
completed the job of metallic- 
izing all Steele City town and 
rural lines as a_ protection 
against inductive interference. 


The conversion of Elmwood 
to dial, got under way dur- 
ing the week of March 10. 
An Automatic Electric Com- 
pany 200-line CAX unit is be- 
ing installed in our Elmwood 
building. A total of 125 lines 
will be equipped for service. 
The Elmwood exchange serves 157 
subscribers. When the conversion 
is completed, the neighboring 
Murdock dial exchange will be 
given free toll service to Elm- 
wood. Murdock citizens, appre- 
ciating the fact that a larger serv- 
ice area will soon be afforded 
them, have recently been  in- 
stalling telephones at a rapid 
rate. Murdock’s net gain for Feb- 
ruary was ten stations. 


Elmwood’s Long Distance calls 
will be handled by the Lincoln 
toll board on two trunks. Two 
trunks will also go to Weeping 
Water, which will handle Infor- 
mation and Trouble calls. This 
installation will be handled by 
Roy Carlson, Harlan Gillespie, R. 
A. Pugsley and D. C. Gilmore. 
The cutover is tentatively planned 
for mid-April. 


Kiwanis Safety Awards

been giving practically all his time in recent weeks to study 


of the cable and its problems. 


First, the section of the cable 
in which we are interested be- 
gins four miles east of Ashland 
and extends west to the North- 
western Bell Company’s ex- 
change building at Grand Is- 
land. This is a distance of ap- 
proximately 112 miles, and its 
location is such that a large 
percentage of our intra-com- 
pany as well as inter-company 
circuits can be taken from the 
present open-wire facilities 
and placed in the cable. 


Two cables are being placed 
over this route. One of these 
is a 52 quad (a quad is 2 pairs) 
19 gauge cable and is suitable 
for regular voice frequency 
telephone circuits. The cable 
is “loaded” at regular intervals 
and voice frequency repeaters 
are provided at 50-mile inter- 
vals. The other cable is one 
of 61 pairs of 19 gauge copper. 
It is not loaded and is not suit- 
able for voice frequency cir- 
cuits, however, each pair in 
this latter cable can be used 
as one side of a new “Type K 
Carrier System.” The other 
pair required for each of these 
carrier systems is secured by 
using a non-loaded pair in the 
quadded cable. One pair is used 
for transmission east to west 
and the other pair for trans- 
mission west to east. These 
carrier systems each provide 
12 telephone channels. Be- 
cause of the high frequencies 
used, electrical isolation of the 
east from the west channel is 
afforded by the lead cable 
sheaths. Initially, the A. T. & 
T. Co. and the Northwestern 
Bell Co. will install the “K 
Carrier System.” Ultimately, 
when the need for additional 
circuits occurs—which is an- 
ticipated to be about 1947—we, 
too, will place such carrier 
equipment and secure the 12 
telephone circuits on 2 pairs of 
wires, one in each of the 
cables. 


But back to our question: 
“What is our part in the toll 
cable project?” In the Ash- 
land-Lincoln section we will 
own roughly 26% of the right- 
of-way and of the conductors 
in the buried cable. We will 
own nearly 98% of the cable 
loading. Between Lincoln and 
Seward, our ownership propor- 
tion will be about 22%. Be- 
tween Seward and York it will 
be 17%, and between York 
and Grand Island somewhat 
more than 11%. In facilities, 
this means that between Ash- 
land and Lincoln, for example, 
we will have 22 quads in the 
quadded cable and 3 pairs in 
the non-quadded cable. In ad- 
dition, throughout this entire 
section we will have % quad, 
or one pair, of a higher grade 
facility which will be used for 
broadcasting incidental pro- 
grams which originate in our 
territory. Between Lincoln 
and Omaha we will provide 
our portion of 2 complete 
quads of program facilities for 


the Columbia chain and other 
broadcast services. 


In the Lincoln repeater sta- 
tion, which is a_ building 
31’x48’ now under construction 
7% miles north of Lincoln, we 
will install and own some 105 
voice frequency repeaters. At 
York, we will have an instal- 
lation in. our exchange build- 
ing of 35 voice frequency 
repeaters. At Grand Island, 
there will be an installation of 
15 voice frequency repeaters 
and some carrier current 
equipment to carry Lincoln, 
York, Aurora to Hastings cir- 
cuits in the Hastings-Grand Is- 
land section. From a circuit 
standpoint, in the section from 
Lincoln to Ashland, for ex- 
ample, we will have the fol- 
lowing circuits: Lincoln-Ash- 
land, 3; Omaha-Wahoo, 3; 
Omaha-Beatrice, 3; Crete- 
Omaha, 2; Tecumseh-Omaha, 
1; David City-Omaha, 2; Fair- 
bury-Omaha, 2; Seward- 
Omaha, 2; York-Omaha, 3; 
Hastings-Omaha, 3; Lincoln- 
Omaha, 20; Lincoln-Chicago, 
9; private line facilities, 5; 
broadcast circuits for chain 
programs, 2; and incidental 
broadcast circuit, 1—a total of 
Oo? circuits. 


As previously indicated, our 
part in the toll cable includes 
the furnishing of all central 
office equipment required for 
our facilities in the Lincoln re- 
peater station and in the York 
and Grand Island offices. By 
contract, we secure rights to 
make use of common equip- 
ment located in the Lincoln re- 
peater station and at Grand 
Island which, in addition to 
serving our repeaters, will also 
serve those of the North- 
western Bell and the A. T. & 
T. Co. Between the Lincoln 
main building and the Lincoln 
repeater station a cable, con- 
sisting of 61 quad of 19 gauge 
conductors and 51 pairs of 22 
gauge conductors, will be 
placed by us. We will also 
place, between our building at 
York and the cable junction 
some 3 miles north of York, a 
27 quad cable which will carry 
all voice frequency circuits in- 
to our repeater equipment in 
York. 


After the toll cable is placed 
and cut into service, the open 
wire released will be taken 
down—unless it is required for 
defense purposes. In many 
cases this will include the re- 
moval of the pole line as well. 

Through the use of the toll 
cable we will be able, at a not 
unreasonable cost, to comply with 
the requirements of the nation- 
wide toll plan. The voice fre- 
quency repeaters will materially 
reduce the present transmission 
loss and the installation of pad 
control in the Lincoln main office 
will insure a uniform grade of 
transmission almost independent 
of the length of the circuits in- 
volved. For this reason, and be- 
cause of the freedom from storm 
interruptions, the use of the toll 
cable will bring a toll service 
benefit to all of our exchanges 
and all of our subscribers.

(A random review of serious and frivolous telephone facts) 


N another column, there appears a letter from Harry Smith 

which. it seems to me, does not tell all of a very remark- 
able story of one sincere and modest man’s inner sense of 
duty.

“You folks not only gave me the finest possible medical care 
and brought me back to Lincoln long before I’'d hoped to be 
able to come back.” he said, “but all the time I was flat on my 
back in those hospitals I was getting my full salary check 
regularly—for doing absolutely nothing. And then, at Christ- 
mas time. I'll be darned if I didn’t get a nice bonus check! 
It’s just too much.” F. E. wouldn’t have it that way at all. 
“Farry,” he said, “we didn’t give you a thing that you, or any 
other employee in similar circumstances, would not be en- 
titled to receive.” But that didn’t stop Harry. “Look,” he 
said, “I carry an accident policy that has been paying me $25 
ner week, That money is all in the bank—I haven't touched 
a penny of it. Now, 1 want to turn it over to the Company. 
In a small way, it will show something of my real gratitude!” 
F. E. promptly fell out of his chair! Then he pulled himself 
together. Deeply touched by Harry’s sincerity he said: “Harry, 
vou must know that we wouldn’t dream of accepting your 
money. You have had the foresight to provide yourself with 
an aecident policy and the money you have received is your 
reward for that foresight. It in no sense lessens our obliga- 
tion to you. I’m honestly grateful for the appreciation you 
have shown. but I’m bound to tell you that we didn’t do a 
thing for you that we wouldn’t have done for any other em- 
ployee under comparable circumstances. All our plans make 
provision for just that sort of thing. You don’t owe us a thing. 
The fact that youare recovering in fine shape and the addi- 
tional fact that you are happy about the whole thing—well, 
that’s all the reward we need.” That was a pretty long speech 
for F. E. and it darn near exhausted him, but when two fel- 
lows as sincere and honest as F. E. and Harry get to talking 
across a desk you know that no oxen are being tossed about. 
It didn’t seem to me that this particular bit of conversation 
should be permitted to evaporate into thin air—and Harry’s 
letter has given me a chance to pass it on to you in just about 
the form in which it came to me. 


The good old “West End” came through with most of the 
funny things that happened to our folks last month. There 
was Frank Kubat, our husky area manager at Superior, who 
attended a Golden Gloves tournament in Superior. Frank 
was well acquainted with one of the contestants—a powerful 
fellow with a right that would fell an ox.

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
the February Accident Quiz 
question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


The injured lineman was at 
fault for the accident, but the 
carelessness of the other em- 
ployee in hanging his climb- 
ers on the fence with the 
gaffs pointing upward con- 
tributed to the seriousness of 
the accident. 


2. How could it have been 

avoided? 
It could have been avoided 
had the injured man followed 
the instructions of the fore- 
man in removing his climbers 
while working on the ground. 
He should not have attempted 
to cross the fence by climb- 
ing a post with his climbers. 
It is even dangerous to climb 
the fence at the post without 
climbers, as the staples might 
pull out. The seriousness of 
the accident could have been 
minimized had the second 
lineman put his climbers in 
the truck, or hung them with 
the gaffs pointing downward. 
The injured lineman could 
have saved himself serious in- 
jury by removing the climb- 
ers from the fence before go- 
ing over. 


What steps should be taken 
prevent a repetition? 


An accident such as this need 
never occur if a man goes 
through or over a fence at 
the middle of the span where 
slack can be obtained. If he 
cannot straddle the top wire 
safely, he should go between 
the wires carefully, or under 
the wires. The removal of a 
staple holding the top wire 
would permit easy and safe 
crossing of the fence, but care 
should be taken to restore the 
fence to good condition. Of 
course, if a gate is available, 
one should walk a reasonable 
distance to enter the field by 
the gate.

Dear Mr. Ott: 


I wish to use the columns of the 
“News” to express my apprecia- 
tion to the Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company for the ex- 
cellent care I received during the 


time I was confined in the hos- 


pitals at Superior and Lincoln, 
following my accident of Novem- 
ber 7. I shall mention in detail 
some of the things that a fellow 
really appreciates when he is flat 
on his back, far from home, un- 
able to help himself and depend- 
ing entirely on friends for his wel- 
fare and the care of his family at 
home. 


During my stay at Superior, I 
received the very best of atten- 
tion, but being so far from home 
was rather discouraging and de- 
pressing. On the morning of the 
eleventh day of my confinement, 
the doctor very kindly informed 
me that I was to get ready to be 
moved to Lincoln by an ambu- 
lance which the Telephone Com- 
pany was sending for me. This, 
of course, was what I had dreamed 
of but was unable to get up 
enough courage to ask for in 
order to make it a reality. This 
was because I had previously 
been informed that my sojourn at 
Superior would be for several 
weeks. The shock was all for the 
better. 


The ride in the ambulance to 
Lincoln was greatly appreciated, 
along with the thought of being 
close to home with Thanksgiving 
just around the corner. During 
my stay at the Lincoln hospital, I 
was very well cared for and my 
recovery was rapid enough that I 
was permitted to go home for 
Christmas. 


Summing up the whole thing, 
one cannot realize how much all 
this attention can be appreciated 
until something like my accident 
actually happens—and the Com- 
pany for which we all work takes 
over and gives the best of care, 
leaving no detail undone.

WO more dial conversions 

are expected to get under 
way during April. The CAX 
units have arrived for the 
scheduled conversions at 
Adams and Elk Creek—both of 
which exchanges are in the 
Tecumseh area. The Adams 
equipment, an Automatic Elec- 
tric Company 200-line unit, 
will have 110 lines equipped at 
present to serve 148 subscrib- 
ers in Adams. The exchange 
will be located in new leased: 
quarters in a store building 
owned by Mrs. Laura Kline. 
Present manual equipment is 
located on the second floor of 
a building owned by Editor 
Varner, of the Adams Globe. 
Two circuits will be provided 
to Lincoln, where all Long Dis- 
tance calls will be handled. 
Trouble and Information calls 
will be routed over two cir- 
cuits to Sterling, and mainte- 
nance will be handled from the 
latter exchange. 


The Elk Creek equipment is 
a product of the North Elec- 
tric Company. It is a 50 line 
all-relay unit of radically dif- 
ferent design from anything 
heretofore installed in our ter- 
ritory. Among other new de- 
velopments made use of are 
plastic moulding of the relay 
parts and electric welded con- 
nections. This new design re- 
duces the weight of the unit 
by about 50 per cent. The Elk 
Creek exchange serves 90 sub- 
scribers. The equipment will 
be located in a room in the 
Beethe warehouse. Tecumseh 
will handle all Long Distance, 
Trouble and Information calls.

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
the March Accident Quiz ques- 
tion: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


The lineman was at fault for 
performing this job without 
taking precautionary meas- 
ures to prevent being pulled 
or whipped from the pole. He 
evidently was hurrying in 
order to not delay road grad- 
ers and disregarded safety 
measures, 


2. How could it have been 
avoided? 


It could have been avoided 
by using’the following safety 
precautions: 


(A) He should have used a 
safety belt in doing work of 
this kind. 


(B) He should have used 
slack blocks to ease off the 
strain on the pole gradually 
as each wire was cut. 


3. What steps should be taken 

to prevent a repetition? 
Whenever the removal of a 
Wire will affect the existing 
strain on a pole, slack blocks 


should be used to control the 
strain. 


Whenever a workman is sub- 
jected to body strain while 
working aloft, he should be 
using a safety strap. 


When there is reason to doubt 
the strength of a pole or the 
stability of its footing, temp- 
orary guying or piking should 
be used. 

Cinch tying should not be 
used as a substitute for a dead 
end, but only to temporarily 
prevent slack from running 
back. Such ties should be 
placed on two or more poles 
but not on the pole where the 
wire is to be cut. 


Cutting down wire is a fre- 
quent source of accidents. 
Many times, if a little time 
were spent in thinking about 
the consequence of perform- 
ing a job in a certain manner, 
serlous injury might be 
avoided. 


NLRB Charges 


Are Dismissed 


Aan Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company was 
held by the national labor re- 
lations board, in an opinion re- 
leased Tuesday, April 8, not 
guilty of unfair labor practices 
in connection with the crea- 
tion by its employees of an as- 
sociation of their own, at a 
time when an A. F. of L. or- 
ganizer was attempting to or- 
ganize a local of the Electrical 
Workers. 


With Edwin S. Smith dis- 
senting, the board majority 
held that the evidence did not 
justify the finding of Examin- 
er Kent that the company had 
dominated and interfered with 
formation of the Employees as- 
sociation. The complaint was 
ordered dismissed. 


The majority found that five 
alleged supervisory employees 
did not have actual or ostensi- 
ble authority to supervise oth- 
er employees and the evidence 
did not show that they were 
considered by the employees 
as representative of the em- 
ployer. Therefore, the major- 
ity of the board found the 
company was not responsible 
for the activities in organizing 
the association. — Lincoln 
Journal.

The man on the ground 
should be constantly alert to 
the movements and require- 
ments of the man on the pole, 
but he should remain at a 
safe distance from the pole, 
except when he is assisting 
with the hand line. 


From the circumstances sur- 
rounding this accident, we 
would assume that the insu- 
lators had been improperly 
thrown to the ground, when 
they should have been low- 
ered in a canvas bucket. In 
this case they would not have 
been scattered on the ground 
at the foot of the pole.

TOLL RATES TO 
BE SLASHED JULY 10 


A. T. & T. Reduction To 
Affect Long Lines Calls 
Over 144 Miles. 


fl Rigo American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company 
has announced another toll 
rate slash—the tenth since 
1926—which is to become ef- 
fective on July 10. 


It is estimated that this lat- 
est reduction will save tele- 
phone users approximately 
$14,000,000 a year. Of this 
amount, $1,475,000 is expected 
to apply to a reduction in in- 
terstate rates of the 21 asso- 
ciated companies in the Bell 
System. 


_ As to the effect of the rate 
slash on the revenues of inde- 
pendent companies, the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion announces that the A. T. 
& T. Company is expected to 
absorb all reductions in inter- 
state schedules in which Long 
Lines is a participating car- 
rier. Arrangements are to be 
made with Bell associated 
companies and independent 
connecting companies to the 
end that rate reductions will 
not affect the revenues of 
either of these two groups. 


The charges on most inter- 
state calls during the day are 
reduced where the airline dis- 
tances involved are over 144 
miles and less than 1,530 miles. 
Some of the rates for night 
and Sunday calls over this 
same mileage are reduced. In 
addition, report charges 
hitherto applicable to uncom- 
pleted person-to-person and 
reversed charge calls are 
eliminated. The charges for 
person-to-person calls of 
longer duration than the ini- 
tial three-minute period are 
reduced so that the charge per 
overtime period will now be 
the same as for _ station-to- 
station calls.

(A random review of serious and frivolous telephone facts) 


EPORTING a regular monthly accident prevention meet- 

ing, held in his area in May, Area Manager Ed Dorland, 
of Wahoo, made an interesting entry under the heading: “Sub- 
jects Discussed.” His entry read: “Dogs and Trees.” Now, 
there is a real subject for discussion, Ed—and I, for one, would 
be happy to receive an invitation to listen in if another such 
meeting should be scheduled! 


The new Lincoln directory, to be delivered July 1, will 
carry a modest increase of approximately 200 listings over the 
issue of last November. This, bear in mind, is in spite of the 
act that for nearly two years the station development in 
Lincoln has been above our former all-time “peak” established 
in April, 1931. Many prophets of gloom are pointing out that 
the migration of workers to defense projects in other states 
has deomed Lincoln to stagnation. With much hand-wring- 
ing, they point out that “everyone is moving out—no one is 
moving in.” A superficial glance seems to confirm this theory 
—but the above record of moderate growth provides a less de- 
featist angle. Lincoln and most of southeast and south central 
Nebraska have been hit by a population loss which began with 
the drouth years. The seemingly short-sighted national policy 
of generally ignoring the middle west in the allocation of de- 
fense industries has not, it is true, been helpful. But Lincoln 
and southeast Nebraska are not going to be “turned back to 
the Indians.” Lincoln’s telephone installations and building 
record—plus the dramatic return of normal moisture condi- 
tions which we have experienced this spring—indicate that, 
despite war booms elsewhere, there still remains in this sec- 
tion a sound citizenry and a healthful, vigorous business life. 
And it may well be that, much as we love to toy with lush 
thoughts of defense industries, our sober second thoughts will 
incline us to the view that we would hesitate to trade our 
present circumstances for a war boom—with its inevitable 
aftermath of economic headaches.

Manager Chris Haberman, of Friend, tells me an inter- 
esting story about how one man practically wore himself out 
before he remembered to let the telephone do his traveling. 
A farmer, living four miles north of Seward, discovered that 
a valuable calf had strayed. He set out in his car to find it. 
Traveling from farm to farm, he received information which 
kept him pushing farther and farther south. For three days 
he kept up the search, eventually winding up deep in Saline 
eounty. He was about to abandon the chase when someone 
suggested that he try telephone line rings. The farmer came 
to our office in Friend. “I’ve been shading my eyes and peer- 
ing across so many hills that I feel like the Indian in that fa- 
mous picture, ‘The End of The Trail,” he told Chris. “I’m 
so all-fired mad right now that if you can’t find that calf by 
telephone Ill probably go home and sell my cattle and start 
raising oysters or turtles or something that doesn’t move 
around so much!” Chris calmed him long enough to put line 
rings on five farm lnes—and located the wandering calf, 
which had traveled 40 miles in three days. Total cost to the 
farmer was fifty cents. He was a mighty happy man and 
couldn’t understand why he had forgotten that he could do 
his traveling in an armchair. Chris told him it is one of our 
secret sorrows that so many people fail to remember how easy 
and inexpensive it is to “travel by telephone.” 


As pointed out by General Manager Agee in his contri- 
bution in this issue—as well as in the talks he made recently 
to employee groups—we have arrived at the cross-roads in our 
efforts to balance outgo with income. Something is going 
to have to be done about our revenue problem—and steps 
looking in the direction of doing something have already been 
taken. During the past several weeks, I have been engaged 
in the fascinating task of preparing advertising copy which 
will tell the public of our needs. I have been using studies 
prepared by our efficient accounting department, and I have 
been struck by the remarkable series of facts unfolded therein. 
I cannot go into details here, but I can tell you that the 
struggle of our management to keep this Company on an 
even keel, in the face of declining revenues and steadily in- 
ereasing costs, merits the sincere approbation of every em- 
ployee. The fact that taxes now take eleven cents out of each 
dollar of revenue—as against six cents in 1931—is but one of 
the many angles. And taxes are all set for a breath-taking 
rise in the immediate future which will, by comparison, make 
1941 look as placid and serene as the legendary “good old 
days.’ Asa matter of fact, it is not likely that any of us will 
live long enough to see the day when tax rates will drop back 
to the 1931 level. —N. O.

new to this vicinity, with its 
train of four large caterpillar 
tractors, drawing one large 
special type of plow that cuts 
a groove through the soil to 
a depth of about 40 inches, fol- 
lowed by a second such plow 
that widens the same groove, 
and at the same time lays the 
cables from two huge spools 
at the bottom of this furrow 
and then covers it up. This 
cable laying crew moves at 
the rate a person would walk, 
briskly, and covers about four 
miles a day, barring such 
things as rain, or rough coun- 
try. | 

The crew experienced no 
trouble crossing the Blue, as 
they were able to go up to the 
Beck bridge and cross there, 
but the Lincoln creek bridges 
apparently were too weak to 
carry 20 tons of machinery at 
a time, for the only alternative 
was to cross the stream on a 
temporary dirt dam. 


To do this a drag line first 
dug a cut down the river bank 
for the cable crew to drive 
down, throwing the dirt (and 
00-year-old trees) into the 
stream for a temporary dam. 
Lincoln creek has considerable 
current, and carries more 
water than the Blue. An at- 
tempt was made to run all of 


this ‘water through a 24-inch | 


galvenized culvert pipe to be 
buried under the dirt dam. 
The current was so strong, 
however, that the iron pipe 
floated like so. much wood or 
paper, while *the soft dirt 
thrown into the creek washed 
away just like sand. For 
about two hours it was a race 
between the power of man 
and machine and the forces 
of nature. A heavy log, thrown 
into the dirt fill finally did 
the trick. 


Then came the cable train. 
The fill was.only a couple of 
feet above¢the water’s level 
and each -caterpillar sunk 
down about a foot deeper into

the soft dirt fill. As the last 
caterpillar reached the west 
bank of the stream it came out 
with its “feet wet.” A minute 
later the fill went out com- 
pletely, letting water stored 
above it during the past hour 
up to an additional depth of 
about three feet come down 
with a roar. But the job was 
done! 


(Note—The above dramatic 
incident was recorded in col- 
or motion pictures by our 
General Traffic Superintend- 
ent, R. S. Brewster, and will 
eventually be added to the 
Company film library. To- 
gether with other “shots” of 
the cable laying taken by Mr. 
Brewster it will be available 
for future motion picture 
showings in Lincoln and the 
territory).

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PIONEER CHAPTER IS 
FORMED IN LINCOLN 


Organization Picnic at Home 
Of President Woods Gives 
Movement Great Impetus, 


Aree several months spent 
in perfecting organization 
plans, employees of The Lin- 
coln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company whose service rec- 
ords in the industry cover 15 
years or more have formed the 
Frank H. Woods chapter of 
the Independent Pioneer Tele- 
phone Association of America. 
This is the first local chapter 
in the United States to be 
formed wholly within the 
ranks of one ocmpany. Over 
200 employees and pension- 
ers of the Lincoln Company 
have joined as charter mem- 
bers. There are 387 employees 
in the Company with service 
records of sufficient length to 
make them eligible. Member- 
ship privileges are to be ex- 
tended to other eligible inde- 
pendent telephone men and 
women throughout Nebraska. 

The membership fee is $3.00 
per year, and each member, in 
addition to a service badge and 
a certificate of membership, 
receives an accident insurance 
policy which, within certain 
limitations, provides excellent 
coverage. 

The use of the name of 
Frank H. Woods, founder and 
president of the Lincoln Com- 
pany, in the title of the new 
chapter is most natural—since 
Mr. Woods has long been one 
of the most outstanding and 
dynamic figures in independ- 
ent telephony. He took a deep 
interest in the formation of 
the chapter and, as a mark of 
his interest, he entertained 
the charter members at a pic- 
nic on the spacious lawn of his 
home at 2501 Sheridan boule- 
vard, on Saturday afternoon, 
June 21. Approximately 150 
charter members attended. 
Among the high spots of the 
program, presided over by 
General Manager J. H. Agee, 
were the presentation of the 
charter by J. K. Johnston, 
of Indianapolis, Ind., secre- 
tary-treasurer of the national 
independent pioneer asso- 
ciation; the award of a gold 
service pin to Milo Caslasky, 
plant department, Lincoln, for 
the longest continuous service 
record (over 36 years) with 
our Company; and the pre- 
sentation by L. E. Hurtz, of 
Omaha, former general man- 
ager and present member of 
our board of directors, of a 
splendid color portrait of Mr.

startling story he had to tell was 
of a man who stood on the roof 
of a five-story hotel and talked 
into a quart can connected by a 
string or wire with a similar can 
suspended several feet above the 
sidewalk. His voice was as plain- 
ly heard as thought he had been 
standing in the midst of the 
crowd standing on the _ walk. 
There another man stood selling 
the cans and equipment. 


That was the first time that 
we had ever heard of anything 
like the telephone. Then we came 
to Nebraska and in 1879 a Platts- 
mouth merchant, Phil Young, in- 
stalled a “telephone” connecting 
his home and store. There was a 
tin can in the store and one at 
home, about six blocks away and ' 
these were connected by a small 
copper wire. I do not know if 
there was any electrical connec- 
tion, but I do know that when he 
wanted to call the home he tapped 
the inside of the can with a lead 
pencil and that conversations 
were carried on without difficul- 
ty. First telephone I ever saw. 


A telephone exchange existed 
in Omaha when we went there 
in 1880 but there were compara- 
tively few subscribers. Most of 
these were doctors and some 
other professional men; druggists 
and larger groceries. Only the 
most pretentious residences had 
the service. In order to operate 
one of these phones it was neces- 
sary to push a button, then turn 
a crank on the side of the ap- 
paratus. When central operator 
answered, the number wanted 
was given, and then some more 
crank bell ringing was done. Im- 
provements have come with the 
years, some following each other 
quickly, others being years apart. 


In 1885 I visited the Omaha 
exchange with Charlie Southard, 
a youth of about my age, who 
was connected with the company. 
I do not believe that the switch 
board was 20 feet long and on 
that Sunday afternoon only one 
girl was on duty. But Charlie said 
to me: 


“You should get into the tele- 
phone business. Within a few 
years it will be among the big- 
gest and most important in the 
United States.” 


The accuracy of that prophecy 
has been amply demonstrated, for 
now comparatively few homes are 
without this seemingly essential 
service. Up to that time, and for 
a few years thereafter, there was 
but one system, the Bell, the 
Nebraska subsidiary being the 
Nebraska Telephone company, 
later the Northwestern Bell. 


In the 1890’s, however, began 
the organization of independent 
companies in this state, the first 
ones being in the southeastern 
towns, Auburn, Plattsmouth and 
Lincoln being the earliest ones. 
They spread, and within a few 
years very many towns had two 
telephone systems. Many people 
wanted to patronize the home 
company and did so, but the Bell 
was already there, so business 
houses and offices were com- 
pelled to endure the nuisance of 
two phones. Some of their pa- 
trons used one system and some 
the other, and when a bell rang 
the immediate query was, “Which 
one was it?” 


The Lincoln company, under 
the direction of Frank Woods, was 
from the first a leader among the 
independents. Enterprising and 
aggressive, it gathered into an or- 
ganization all of the independents 
in its naturally tributary terri- 
tory, and the Bell was virtually 
frozen out of many towns. It was 
a terrific struggle while it lasted, 
but finally the national company, 
which had for so many years en- 
joyed a monopoly of all the tele- 
phone business in the country, 
was forced to come to an agree- 
ment dividing the territory and 
providing complete long distance: 
service for both systems. 


Bell phones then vanished from 
the Lincoln company’s territory, 
and everyone became happy. 
There has been unbelievable prog- 
ress since Father heard that dem- 
onstration in Cincinnati, and in 
no place in the world is that 
progress more emphatically dem- 
onstrated than right here in Ne- 
braska.

As summarized from _ the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 


the June Accident Quiz ques- 


tion: 


1. Who or what was a fault? 


The combinationman was at 
fault for this accident. 


2. How could it have been 
avoided? 


It could have been avoided 
had the pole been properly 
supported either with pike 
poles or temporary guys. He 
should have made sure that 
the pole was safe before 
climbing it rather than being 
suspicious of it after he was 
on the pole. 


3. What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 


Accidents such as this can be 
prevented if more care is tak- 
en to inspect and test poles 
before climbing them. In this 
case the pole should have 
first been pike pole tested to 
so if it would snap or break 
off. 

If it did not break and there 
was still doubt as to its 
soundness, the employee 
should dig down around the 
pole to see if it was rotted 
below the ground. To test 
the extent of the rot he 
should prod through the rot 
with a sharp instrument. 

In case there is any doubt as 
to its soundness, the pole 
should be securely piked by 
placing 3 pike poles against 
it, or by placing necessary 
temporary guys.

However, on its fifth anniver- 
sary it had total assets of 
$102,760 and continues to show 
a healthy growth each month. 

During the five years of the 
Association’s operation it has 
loaned to members more than 
$500,000, of which $420,000 has 
been repaid or refinanced. In 
addition, it has paid them 
more than $13,500 in dividends 
on their shares and interest on 
their savings deposits, and has 
accumulated a reserve for con- 
tingencies of $1,300. 

It has furnished money for 
almost every conceivable pur- 
pose, from the expense of 
bringing children of its mem- 
bers into the world to the ex- 
pense occasioned by last ill- 
nesses and burials. The most 
common purposes for whic 
loans have been made include 
doctor, hospital and dental 
bills, remodeling and modern- | 
izing homes, tuition and other | 
educational expense, vacations, 
financing of automobile pur- 
chases and the consolidation 
into one place of all unpaid 
bills.

DIAL SERVICE 
FOR LINCOLN STAR 


New PABX System In 
Newspaper Office Takes 
Heavy Traffic Load From 
Operators. 


Ox August 6, the Lincoln 
service department cut the 
Lincoln Star’s new PABX 
equipment into service and 
gave this fine Nebraska news- 
paper a communication sys- 
tem which immediately began 
to prove its efficiency. 


The Star’s new dial inter- 
communicating system, in 
most respects identical with 
that installed in the Lincoln 
State Journal office in 1938, 
will lift a heavy load from 
the Star’s PBX operators— 
thus speeding up all angles of 
service tremendously. Under 
the new system, a one-position 
attendant’s board replaces the 
larger two-position private 
branch exchange switchboard 
of other years. The new board 
will receive incoming calls 
only and the operator will 
thus be able to give her full 
attention to the highly impor- 
tant task of being the “recep- 
tionist” for all the Star’s tele- 
phone visitors. 


Recent traffic studies made 
by our Company show that 
57% of the Star’s calls are in- 
coming, 36% are outgoing and 
7% are intercommunicating. 
Thus, by the installation of 
the dial system, over 40% of 
all calls previously handled by 
the operator will be elimi- 
nated from.her board. All out- 
going and intercommunicating 
calls will be dialed direct. In 
addition, complete 24-hour 
service will be available to 
those Star employees who are 
on duty when no operator is 
working. Since there is close 
cooperation between the Star 
and the Journal in the publi- 
cation of Lincoln’s combined 
Sunday paper, it is essential 
that fast direct service be provid- 
ed between the two institutions. 
Two dial tie-lines will permit em- 
ployees of either paper to dial di- 
rectly into the switching unit of 
the other. 

The Star’s equipment is a 100- 
line switching unit, with suffi- 
cient lines equipped at present to 
serve 32 stations. The former total 
of seven trunks has been in- 
creased to nine, with capacity for 
fourteen. The installation was

OUR GENERAL MANAGER SAYS-— 


BOUT this time last year we distributed cold vaccine 

tablets to our employees, with the hope that by the 
systematic use of these tablets during the fall and win- 
ter much of the temporary illness of 


employees resulting from respiratory 
infections would be eliminated. The 
cold pills were not entirely satisfactory; 
some employees reported excellent re- 
sults; others, quite the reverse. 


The question, however, of maintain- 
ing satisfactory health is a most impor- 
tant one. The Accounting Department 
recently made an analysis in one de- 
partment showing that unrecorded lost 


. time of employees due to illness costs 
the Company in wages nearly twice as much as the rec- 


ords show we pay for sick benefit. 


(Absence during the 


first seven days of illness is shown only on daily work 
reports and wages are not paid from the regular disabil- 
ity payroll until after seven days). 


The Medical Department has recommended this fall 
that vitamin capsules, prepared especially to build up 
body resistance to respiratory infections, be made avail- 
able to our folks. Vitamins may be taken without fear 
of systemic disturbances and are being used in large 
quantities by all departments of the army. By the time 
this item is in your hands, you should have received: a 
letter containing the full details of the plan for dis- 


tributing these capsules. 


It will be necessary that the 


employees act promptly in order to get the full benefit 


of their use.

BEST AUGUST SALES 
RECORD SINCE 1929! 


Despite Net Loss of One, 
The August Record Shows 
Improvement; Wahoo Goes 
20 Months Without Loss. 


AUTHOUGH we came up 

with a net loss for August 
of one station, the fact remains 
that the month just past was 
the best August from a station 
gain angle which we have ex- 
perienced since 1929. In most 
of the years the net loss for the 
month ran into big figures as, 
for example, that of 1931, 
which was 1,012 stations. In 
1932 and 1934 the August net 
losses were 1,614 and 965 re- 
spectively. Only in 1935 was 
our net loss figure—5 stations 
—even close to this year’s. For 
this reason, we are not too 
downhearted about the pres- 
ent figure. 


However, the problem of 
making our quota for the year 
—a net gain of 1,134 stations— 
now confronts us. We’ll be 
forced to gain 960 stations—an 
average of 240 per month—to 
do it, but the months ahead 
are among the best of the year. 
Recent fine rains have mate- 
rially helped corn prospects 
and made our job less difficult. 

A few splendid area records 
merit mention here. Wahoo 
area has gone 20 consecutive 
months without a net loss—a 
truly remarkable and _ pace- 
setting accomplishment. Con- 
gratulations, Wahoo! Platts- 
mouth area, consistently good 
all year, has made over 350% 
of its annual quota of 41—a 
net gain at the end of August 
of 145 stations! Plattsmouth 
also leads Nebraska City area 
by a small margin on percent- 
age of toll quota to date. Both 
areas are well over 300%. Al- 
though eleven of our eighteen 
areas show station gains for 
the year to date, only Platts- 
mouth, Wahoo and Auburn 
have made their quota. Toll 
quotas have been achieved by 
Lincoln, Wahoo, Tecumseh, 
Plattsmouth, Nebraska City, 
Hebron and Sutton areas.

(A random review of serious and frivolous telephone facts) 


AS you will note elsewhere in this issue, we haven't been set- 
‘\ ting the prairies afire in recent months in the matter of 
station sales. We did have a better August than in any year 
since 1929—but it was only a matter of degree. We still 
emerged with a net loss, even though it was a net loss of only 
one station. Meanwhile, crops have been good, or at least 
average, throughout our territory—and during the past ten 
years we have blamed most of our headaches upon poor crops. 
It is all a bit tough to take, particularly when we peer over 
the borders into other portions of the nation where the tele- 
phone business is zooming as never before. Of course, we 
realize that most of the rest of the nation is wallowing in an 
artificial boom brought on by defense expenditures—and we 
aren’t so sure we’d want any of the same, even if we knew we 
could get it. Some of my more cynical friends insist this 1s 
just a pose on the part of Nebraskans. Sour grapes stuff, 
you know. “Just set a few bomber plants and ammunition 
factories down in southeast Nebraska,” they say, “and then sit 
back and watch all of us throw up our hats.” Be that as it 
may, there are definite problems and headaches in connection 
with the booming telephone business enjoyed elsewhere. A 
recent letter from a former employee now connected with one 
of the eastern Bell System affiliates gives a glimpse of this: 


‘Defense business is not so welcome to all of us in this staid and 
eonservative old town. For those of us with relatively fixed sal- 
aries, the astonishing hike in costs of living resulting from workers’ 
spending and demands is discouraging. In our own business, we 
suspended all sales and stop-loss activities six months ago and now 
we almost thank people for disconnecting telephones or degrading 
from one to two party. Thousands of dollars worth of sales training 
thrown into the ash can.” 


Well, there you have the other side of the picture. And 
don’t say to me: “Yeah, but I still think I could stand some 
booming in this territory and in this business” because I 
thought of that one first. All of us may abhor boom condi- 
tions, or think we do, because of the inevitable pendulum- 
swing which makes depressions follow booms—but I'd hate to 
try to stifle my own ringing cheers if I were to read the an- 
nouncement that a flock of big defense industries were about 
to settle down in our territory. So far as I know, none are 
at present scheduled for southeast Nebraska—which jerks us 
right back to the plain fact that we are going to have to 
sell more telephones than we’ve been selling these past few 
months if we expect to end the year with a respectable net 
gain. 


Leslie Hansen, son of genial Foreman George Hansen, is 
a construction department employee like his dad but, unlike 
his pappy, he was mistaken for a hog the other day—and he 
now burns with a clear, blue flame when anyone mentions 
“Queenie” in his hearing. So, of course, all the boys are call- 
ing him “Queenie!” Leslie was digging a hole on the edge of 
a Lancaster county farm. He was working among weeds so 
high that the only evidence of his presence was the swaying 
vegetation. The owner of the adjoining farm, searching for a 
wandering sow named “Queenie,” glimpsed the swaying 
weeds. He put two and two together and opened his face in 
a stentorian bellow: “Here Queenie! Come Queenie! Soolie, 
sooie, sooie!” Nothing happened, so he bellowed again and 
heaved a fair-sized rock into the weeds. The resultant “clunk” 
as the rock landed on the Hansen skull convinced the farmer 
that he was on the right track. “Sooie, Queenie! Come 
out of there you darned old tub of lard,” he yelled.

Another little straw which 
points to the fact that we have been somewhat dilatory in 
securing proper rates for the excellent service we furnish. 
We are getting ready to do something about it, however, 
which should be cheering news to all of us.

Due to the short period of 
time elapsing between the 
passage of the Act and its ap- 
plication, the commercial and 
accounting departments put 
in some strenuous hours mak- 


ing preparations for the 
change. It was necessary to 


change the face of our rental 
statement, set up a number of 
revised accounting procedures 
and issue definite and explicit 
instructions to the field cover- 
ing every phase of the changed 
methods. 


Just what effect the new 
taxes will have on the sale 
of stations and Long Distance 
service remains to be deter- 
mined. However, it seems like- 
ly that the effect will not be 
great, since the public daily 
becomes more accustomed to 
paying special taxes on prac- 
tically every service or com- 
modity. 


The coin the telephone made 
famous (or vice versa) had its 
humble beginning in 1866 and 
this year celebrated its 75th birth- 
day. More than 2,000,000,000 
nickels have since been minted, 
and a great majority of these are 
stili in circulation.

The month of October marks the 17th anniversary of what was probably the finest engineering feat in our Com- 
pany’s history—the raising of all the equipment in our main office switchroom to make room for the modern switches 


we use today. The “News” feels that this event is worth discussing in this anniversary month—not only because many 
hundreds of our present employees were not with us in 1924 but, also, because many of our older employees have com- 
pletely forgotten this magnificent piece of engineering. In discussing it after this long lapse of years, we wish to honor 
a man who is still actively employed in our ranks—Mr. T. S. Risser, automatic equipment engineer. Mr. Risser and General 
Plant Superintendent M. T. Caster, now retired, were the men who solved the problem of making two telephone ex- 
changes bloom where only one had ever grown before, and who made the complicated plans and experiments which per- 
mitted the operating exchange to be hoisted high in the air without accident or service stoppage. 


When, in 1923, the Company decided to modernize its original (1904) equipment in its main Lincoln exchange, it was 
faced with the problem of the location of the new equipment. It did not, at first, seem possible to contemplate placing 
it in the same quarters occupied by the original exchange—while maintaining continuous service at the same time. 
No other quarters were available, and some thought was given to a new building. Then it was that Messrs. Caster and 
Risser went to work on the twin problems of ceiling clearances and floor strength in the original switchroom. They dis- 


covered that it would be possible to hoist the entire automatic exchange to the ceiling and, after the placing of additional 
supports beneath the concrete floor of the switchroom, to set up the new switches beneath the old. 3 

After months of intensive planning which left nothing to chance, the equipment was raised on October 4, 1924. A 
crew of 40 men, using house mover’s jacks, did the job. The jacks were placed beneath the false floor, and each man 
gave the jack under his direction a prearranged degree of turn upon a whistle signal. The work went through without 


undue incident. 


Thousands of wires and cables had previously been lengthened and service continued as the switches 


rose higher and higher. Ceiling clearances had been so carefully figured that in only a few instances was it necessary 
to remove a bit of plaster from overhead beams. 


With the job finished, supports were placed, the cribbing was removed and the exchange functioned throughout the 
winter in “the upper regions”—while the installation of the more modern switches went forward below. Following the 
cutover, in the spring, the old switches were removed from above without accident or incident. This engineering feat 
was so unusual that it received widespread publicity throughout the industry.

COMPANY APPLIES 
FOR STANDARD RATES 


Application Is Filed Which 
Will Put Various Exchanges 
Upon Comparable Rate Basis 


oe Lincoln Telephone and 

Telegraph Company filed 
an application with the State 
Railway Commission, on Mon- 
day, October 13, in which it 
asked for standardization and 
readjustment of its local ex- 
change rate schedules in 84 of 
its 118 exchanges. These rate 
changes, if granted by the 
Commission, will affect 36,423 
of our 65,836 stations. At a 
number of exchanges, certain 
rates remain as at present 
while the rates for other types 
of service are increased to 
eliminate inequalities and to 
provide additional revenue. 
Extension rates are not 
touched. 

To provide a proper basis 
for adjusting inequalities, the 
exchanges involved were 
classified into seven groups on 
the basis of the telephone 
population in each instance. A 
new set of rates is listed ap- 
plicable to each exchange in 
its group, thus placing all ex- 
changes of comparable size on 
a comparable rate basis. This 
rate basis is the schedule now 
being charged in the 34 ex- 
changes not included in the 
application and, if approved 
by the Commission, will bring 
all of the 118 exchanges to 
standard levels. 

Attached to the petition is 
an estimate of the added year- 
ly revenue expected to result 
if the new schedules are 
adopted. This totals $212,146, 
of which Lincoln will furnish 
$126,564 and the six other 
groups sums ranging from $7,- 
242 to $21,703. 

In support of its application, 
the Company offers figures to 
show that the revenue now 
being received, and which it 
has been receiving for nearly 
ten years past, is not sufficient 
to pay operating expenses and 
taxes and a reasonable return 
upon the fair value of the 
property. In 1930, the total 
revenue of the Company was 
$3,207,987, and in 1940 it was 
$2,557,000—a decrease of more 
than $600,000. During that 
time taxes increased $71,000 
to $290,000. Due to Federal 
social security and wage-and- 
hour costs, and to the neces- 
sity of increasing employee 
wages as living costs rise—as 
well as the increase already 
indicated in taxes for next 
year and the rising cost of ma- 
terials and supplies—the Com- 
pany’s operating expenses for 
1942 will be approximately 
$200,000 more than in 1940. 
This includes a proper allow- 
ance for depreciation—which 
the Company asks be _ in- 
creased from 3.50 per cent to 
4.25 per cent, as representing 
actual past experience. 

Operations for this year in- 
dicate a revenue increase of 
$80,000 for the twelve months. 
Beginning in 1942, under the 
terms of a wage progression 
agreement recently negotiated 
with the local union of the 
National Federation of Tele- 
phone Employees, the Com- 
pany is obligated to pay ap- 
proximately $75,000 more in 
wages than in 1941, and in 1943 
approximately $45,000 more 
than in 1942. Net income for

» place the merits of our case before the public, we em- 
ployees have a definite job confronting us—and a definite 
stake in the results. The job is that of enlightening those 
subscribers with whom we come into regular or occasional 
eontact on the subject of our truly justifiable needs. All of 
us are anxious to help do this job in a manner that will leave 
little or no misunderstanding to plague us in the future. We 
are “raring to go” on this particular assignment. To quote 
the great Winston Churchill: “Give us the tools and 
we will finish the job!” The tools in this instance are com- 
plete, honest and understandable factual information about 
our needs—and this information will be furnished in various 
ways to all of us. One of the most common arguments we 
vill confront in opposition to our course will be the fact of 
recently lowered rates offered, or agreed to, by electric, gas 
and water utilities. Very often it is difficult to make clear 
to the layman the essential differences between the telephone 
business and, for example, the business of furnishing elec- 
trical energy. We have no quarrel with the utilities—we 
simply say that some of their problems are vastly different 
from ours. Those of you who read “Telephony” regularly 
probably recall a recent article by Francis X. Welch, from 
which we quote the following pertinent paragraph for those 
vho did not see it: 

“Let us take, for example, the case of electricity. You can look 
at the statistical record of almost any electric utility and see that 
| reduction in price per kilowatt hour is followed sooner or later by 

corresponding and, often greater, proportionate increase in con- 
sumption per customer. In other words, the electric utility can cut 
the price of a kilowatt hour in half and still get the same or better 
evenue (after a while, of course) by reason of the sharp increase 
stimulated in the per customer usage. Well, just try that on your 
telephone rates and see how long you stay in business. You would 
not only cut your revenues in half but your expenses would actually 
inerease, precisely because per customer usage would be stimulated. 
in the case of the electric company, the distribution system carries 
the extra load with little or no expense, and the cost of extra pro- 
duction at the generator is relatively small. But the electric cus- 
tomers monthly bill increases because he buys more kilowait hours. 
In the case of the telephone company, the subscriber would pay 
less per call, handled at greater expense. If the proponents of the 
yardstick’ rates could find some way of selling telephone conversa- 
tion on the same basis as kilowatt hours, there might be more 
validity in the comparison.” 

The above paragraph is appealing because it condenses 
into comparatively few words an angle of our case which is 
not too easily made clear to the average telephone subscriber.

He dispatched Irby Halver- 
stadt at once, and Irby just managed to wheel his way out of 
town as the flood waters closed in behind him. Charley tells 
me that residents of the section west of Tecumseh, seeing a 
telephone truck buzzing around the upland roads when no 
other vehicle—including that of the rural mail carrier—was 
to be seen, called in to ask, “how in thunder do you guys 
get out of town—do your trucks swim or do you fly them over 
the flood waters?” Charley just chuckled that famous 
Meshier chuckle and allowed as how they were getting a 
genuine eyefull of that thing called “The Spirit Of Service!” 


Last month I told you about an incident in the life of 
Leslie Hansen, of the construction department. This month 
we have an interesting item about his pappy—Foreman 
George “Noodles” Hansen, also of the construction depart- 
ment.

I’ve had 
these shoes a long time and they’ve always been comfortable. 
Mebbe my teet are swelling. Mebbe I’m sick! 
it—mebbe ’m coming down with something!” Well, the pay- 
off is that when George finally went to bed, he hauled off the 
offending brogans and discovered A SOCK TUCKED IN THE 
TOE OF EACH SHOE! The boys now insist that, far from 
having tender feet, he must have practically no feeling what- 
ever in his dogs!

1942 will be reduced by $114,- 
000 as compared with 1940, re- 
ducing the Company’s return 
on its property to 3.2 per cent, 
whereas it is entitled to not 
less than 6 per cent. 


The petition sets forth that 
the Company has $13,714,375 
invested in its physical equip- 
ment, which is substantially 
less than its fair value. It fur- 
ther declares that, with the in- 
creased costs of operation to 
be met by January 1, 1942, 
continuance of existing rates 
will result in unlawful con- 
fiscation of its property. 


Since every district and area 
supervisor has been furnished 
with a copy of the proposed 
schedule of rates as they af- 
fect the various exchanges, 
the “News” will not publish 
this schedule at this time. 
Helpful factual information, 
designed to assist every em- 
ployee in “selling our case” to 
the public has been prepared 
and will, no doubt, be in the 
field before this issue of the 
“News” comes off the press.

The installer was at fault. 


2. How could it have been 
avoided? 


It could have been avoided 
had he reversed the entire 


procedure. He should have 
made the attachments at the 
house first, to avoid handling 
the wire under tension, while 
working on a ladder. 


He then should have attached 
a hand line to the drop wire 
at the pole and taken the 
hand line up the pole. After 
assuming a safe position to 
work, the drop could easily 
have been pulled up across 
the street, after receiving a 
signal from the policeman 
that the traffic was clear. 


What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 


To prevent accidents of this 
kind, employees should plan 
their work before starting. 
There is always a right and 
a wrong way to perform every 
task. Had the right method 
been followed in this case, he 
would have been free to use 
both hands in climbing the 
ladder. 


When working from a ladder, 
pressure should not be 
exerted, which will tend to 
pull the ladder to one side, or 
away from its support.

The only “chestnuts” in the place are the ones tossed around by Gen- 
eral Storekeeper Bert Huddleston when he gets into one of his story-telling moods! 1. A 
corner of the revamped blacksmith shop, showing the neat arrangement of the equipment. 


You have to admire a fellow who uses his initiative—so 
mv hat is off to Charley Peachman, toll wire chief in Lincoln. 
Here’s why. The early season snowstorm, of October 31, 
raised particular havoc with our open wire circuits to Omaha. 
Not all the circuits were completely out of service, but the 
ones that stood up were so noisy as to be useless for traffic. | 
Telegraph circuits also went haywire. Charley frantically | 
patched up one broadcast and two talking circuits to Omaha | 
via Nebraska City—and then lost one of the talking circuits. 
Shortly after this, Charley had his big inspiration. “Why,” 
he asked himself, “don’t we try to use the new buried toll 
cable?” The answer to that one seemed to be the fact that 
no repeaters had as yet been installed on the new buried: 
eable circuits. Connections between the Lincoln “leg” and 
the main transcontinental lead had not yet been made. 
Most of us, had we been in Charley’s shoes when confronted 
with these hard facts, would probably have sighed and 
said: “Oh well, it was a nice idea but I guess I won’t be able 
to do anything about it.” However, Charley grabbed one of 
the noisy open wire circuits to Omaha and carried on a 
shouting conversation with Bill O’Connor, toll wire chief for 
the Northwestern Bell. The upshot of the conversation was 
that Mr. O’Connor, cooperating in the fine fashion always 
characteristic of the Bell System folks, agreed to get repeaters 
on some of the cable circuits. He did this by pulling the 
repeaters off the open wire circuits—where they were use- 
less for the time being—and cutting them into the cable 
circuits. An A. T. & T. man, stationed in Lincoln, plowed 
through the snow to the repeater station seven miles north 
of this city and made the necessary physical connections with 
the Lincoln “leg.” And the idea worked! Altogether, 21 tele- 
phone circuits were cut into traffic before morning, including 
Hastings-Omaha and: Fairbury-Omaha circuits and sufficient 
broadeasting facilities to take care of the Lincoln radio sta- 
tions. In addition, 25 telephone circuits were made into the 
same number of telegraph circuits by strapping pairs to- 
gether. And the entire set-up functioned in a reasonably satis- 
factory manner until the open wire circuits were cleared a 
day and a half later. I don’t know whether future historians 
will say that this section of the great underground project 
received its first use on this occasion. What I do know is that 
Charley, who put in 24% consecutive hours on the job, and 
Bill O’Connor (an old friend of mine, by the way), who put 
in as much or more time, deserve hearty commendation for 
their splendid initiative. I, for one, am bowing low before 
both you boys.
